the tribute to Charles Lindbergh that 
it may be said to be incomparably the 
greatest given to a single man at tin- 
national capital in Washington his- 
tory. 


Xot alone the formality of h'onors of 


the president of the United States anil 
representatives 
of foreign 
govern- 


ments, but the informality of spontan- 
eous enthusiasm from hundreds of 
thousands of people combine to make 
the occasion unique in the annals of 
hero worship. 


Everybody is trying to analyze the 


underlying currents which have trans- 
formed a more or less phlegmatic com- 
munity like (Washington into an ex- 
cited mass of cheering people. Could it 
be that Lindbergh faced death alone? 
Yet many heroes have done the same 
thing in the rescues of peacetimes or 
in the brave exploits of war. 


Could it be that Lindbergh

young and modest? But there 
have 


been other heroes of youth with equal 
modesty. Distinguished service crosses 
and medals have been bestowed on 
many men in the present generation 
and there have been great and im- 
pressive tributes such as the cere- 
mony at the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at Arlington five years ago.

It was not merely the 
hazard of the adventure but the confi- 
dence which Lindbergh had in hira- 
held and in his motor, thus awakening 
the whole world to the possibilities ol 
the airplane, which lias given him a 
place in history bigger than the con- 
fines of his own country. For

Americans have been heroes across thu 
seas as well as at home. It is a rare 
distinction for a boy of twenty-five 
And the reception given the young 
hero here is as much a tribute to his 
skill and daring as an aviator as it is 
to his splendid Americanism as he

hour of glory. Peace, unlike war. fur- 
nishes few spectacular occasions for 
world wide rccobnition.' Lindberghs 
flight, however, was one of those oc- 
casions—he is a hero of international 
good will and peace.

\VKEX READERS DISAGREE 
In a recent number of his "As I 


Like It" department Professor "Wil- 
liam Lyon Phelpes pains to praise 
i-ery highly Booth Tarkington's "The 
Plutocrat." When I read it it seemed 
incredible to me that he could con- 
sider that a great novel. But I sive 
Professor Phelps credit for being sin- 
cere and fantastic though it iccms to 
me, I am forced to believe that he 
does actually think the book great. I 
am forced to this conclusion all the 
more because certain personal friends 
whose judgement in general-I respect 
think very well of the novel. 


But all that does not modify in the 


least my own conviction that "The 
Plutocrat," except for the first two or 
three chapters, is about as poor a 
piece of work as I have wasted my 
tims with this year. And if the ver- 
dict should be unanimous "that the 
novel was great, it would be just as 
poor in my opinion as it is this mo- 
ment. 
That sounds egotistic and dogmatic; 


it is merely meant to be sincere. 
What I mean to bring out is that the 
reading of a book, in so far as it is 
more than a more time-killer, is an 
individual experience. You bring to 
the book 'JO or 30 or 50 years of ex- 
perience, of feeling, of knowledge of 
life, a thousand years of your individ- 
ual heredity — and it is all different 
from the experience, feeling, know- 
ledge and heredity of the other rend- 
ers. If the reading is at all fruitful, 
if H "takes" and does not merely float 
on the surface of the mind, it is an 
experience, an adventure, something 
that happens to you or that fails to 
happen. It is worthwhile with refer- 
ence to yourself or it is not, and no 
amount of commendation or 
blame 


expressed by others about thc book 
can it thc least change the thing that 
has happened to you or th.it has fail- 
ed to happen. 


In tho case of "The Plutocrat" It 


failed to happen to me. it was thc op- 
posite of an adventure. The fact that 
evidently Professor Phelps and others 
had an iniellectual experience with it 
that was worth recording cannot pos- 
sibly mean anything vital to me. At 
best I can say in words that the book 
may be great; I cannot really believe 
it. 


I>c"ii!ly I ccamc highly enthusias- 


tic in punt about Julia Pctcrskiu's 
"Black Aj»ril." Certain other readers 
'could not work up 
any 
cxcitcmcn 


about it. To me the reading of that 
novel was Jhc greatest single advcn 
ture of MJ far this year. Nothing can 
lio«j=ibly take that experience 
from 


inc. Kv« n if every other reader in thc 
world should assert that thc book was 
not worth while, the fact of my own 
adventure would remain thc same. 


AH of which sounds as if I am try 


ing to y.-iy that there arc no stvnd 


rds in judging a book, that a flapper 
n a summer hammock has as much 
a right to claim that the latest Elean- 


r Glynn novel she is reading is great 
because she likes it, as 
Professor 


Phelps or H. L. Mencken has to say 
hat a book is great because it meets 
vith his personal approval. 


Such a notion is so absurd that it 


need merely by stated to refute itself- 
Xo one need apologize for asserting 
dogmatically that Joseph Conrad is a 
great novelist and Harold Boll "Wright 
s not. The fact that the latter has a 
nundrcd readers to the former ten 
does not affect the question in the 
east. There are standards in Judging 
books and within proper limits it is 
perfectly proper to be dogmatic in de- 
ending these sfandads. 


But it is just as true that litera- 


ture is not an exact science: There is 
no exact measure for the excellence 
or want of excellence of a given book. 
Jsually writers can be roughly class- 
fied so that we can say that one be- 
longs the great, another among thc 
merely talented, still another among 
;hc relatively ncgligbile. But there is 
always room for wide divergence of 
opinion about a given .book. People of 
equal Intelligence may ,be exposed to 
'.t; With on.- i! n'.ny "i;ikc." with an- 


ier there may tx» no reaction what- 


ever. 


About all any reader can do in re- 


gard to a book is to describe his own 
adventures with it or his failure to 
have an adventure.

Death Valley Scatty" Hits Pay dirt And Will Risk 


Life On $25,000 Spree From Los Angeles To Chicago

Los AnKdes, Calif.—"Death Valley 


Scotty" is coming down from 
tho 


mountains onco more, a wild gleam In 


eyes and an unquenchable desire 


for an old-tlmo bender In his breast. 


"Death Valley Scotty," 
otherwise 


known as Walter Scott, Is ono of the 
last of the old school of prospectors. 


He lives In tho dcsolat* crags up 


behind 
tliD famous Death Valley, 


whero ho has a modest ranch that 
serves as his base of operations. Civil- 
ization sees him only at very rare In- 
tervals: most of his time is spent on 
secret prospecting trips through the 
wilds oC eastern California and south- 
western Nevada, where from time to 
time, he makes a fabulous strike. 


OUT FOR A THRILL 


At such times he shakes off his Iso- 


lation and heads for the flesh pots of 
Egypt, while all the west marvels, 
agape... This Is one of those times. 


Scott proposes to travel from 
Los 


Angeles to Chicago on a special train 
in less time than any other train ever 
covered tho distance. He has charter- 
ed a Santa Fe train, consisting of loco- 
motive, baggage car, diner and Pull- 
man, and insists the trip be made in 
exactly 38 hours—25 hours less than 
the fastest time on record. 


The trip will start at 2 p. m. on 


July 4. At 4 in the morning of July 
6 it will reach Chicago, providing that 
its unheard-of speed has not caused 
it to leave the rails and deposit 
its 


passengers in another and more dis- 
tant destination. 


Railroad officials 
didn't 
\vant to 


agree to a 38-hour schedule, but Scotty 
held out. 


"They wanted me to make the trip 


'as fast as is safe' " Scotty explained. 
"There's no point in doing that. 
It 


wouldn't be any fun. "Why, if I want- 
ed to ride as fast" as it is safe I could 
ride like a gentleman in one of their 
regular trains for $130." 


This llttlo trip will cost Scotty |25,- 


000. 
He will ride alone, unless, as ho 


says, "any newspaper reporters arc 
crazy enough to travel with me." 


The distance from Los Angeles to 


Chicago Is 2,205 miles. To cover this 
in 38 hours the train must average 
S9.G miles an hour, including stops. 
This means,that most of the run must 
be mado at a speed ot 90 or 100 miles 
an hour—or higher. Considering that 
more than half of the route lies over 
mountains where the tracks twist and 
turn dizzily, such a speed Is pretty 
nearly suicidal. Cut Scotty must have 
excitement. 


"I'm not promoting anything and 


I'm not trying to sell anything," he 
says. "I'm going to make this trip 
Just for the fun of it. Living up in the 
desert as I do> I have to have a little 
excitement once in a while." 


AN EPIC TRH' 


Some 20 years ago Scotty did the 


samo thing. That time ho made the 
run In a little over 41 hours, clipping 
nearly 24 hours off the regular sched- 
ule. That trip has become an epic 
among old-timers on tho Santa Fe. 
what with Scotty's penchant for givng 
$10 tips and all. 


Scotty Is proud of the fact that dur- 


ing his career he has made—and spent 
—more than $4.000,000. He is some- 
thing of a mystery, this hard-bitten 
old prospector. His sources of wealth 
arc more or less secret. At times he 
is flat broke: but sooner or later he 
makes another strike and comes down 
to Los Angeles with his pockets bulg- 
ing with $50 bills, which he spends as 
if they were too hot to hold. 


Just now he is said to have a platin- 


um mine somewhere. But whatever he 
has, he is making money out of it— 
money that he will toss away on a 
grand and glorious fling, after which 
he will disappear once more into the 
fastness behind Death Valley, to toil 
and struggle until the next time.

writer. 


Tho story of the invention is related 


in the current issue <-t the Wisconsin 
Magazine by C. V. Sullivan and con- 
tains the statement that' Sholcs "felt 
ho had done something for the women 
who have 
always 
had to work so 


liard" when he enabled them "more 
easily to make a living." 


Mr. Sholcs was born in Columbia-co. 


Pa., February 14. 1919. At the age of 
fourteen, after serving his apprentice- 
ship in the printing trade in Danville. 
Pa., he joined his brother. Charles C. 
Sholes. then living in Green Bay and 
well known in the early politics of 
"Wisconsin. A frail constitution, with 
a tendency to consumption, of which 
he ilnally died in Milwaukee in 1S90, 
seems to have influenced his early re- 
moval to what was then a wild region 
at the end cf the great pine forest.
